Thin great time and labor earing 
r«|iaipment cnablce one mechanic 
to do work that olherwiee often 
r«*i|uirei> the aerricee of two men. 
Ijilior coata arc cut aa much aa 
S0%, and time aaml helpa chop 
turn out more jolaa per week. 

Stand ia protided with bolt holea 
for aecuring l>aae of pcdcatal to the 
floor. Brncketa, bolted to the aide 
of the engine block, cradle the 
motor in the frame of the atand. 
Conatruction permita motor to be 
rotated in any direction and in¬ 
stantly locked rigidly in any 
position. 

.Motor la held in the same position 
as in the car. Ileaign of Stand is 
such that the mechanic can “roll¬ 
over” the motor instantly, so that 
it is positioned f>n end—(Note illus¬ 
tration showing block being held 
in Stand while old liabhitt is iieing 
■neltiMl out of main bearings). It 
also takes only a few seconds for 
the motor to be “rolled” com¬ 
pletely over and locked with the 



crankcase side on top.

AMMCO FORD V-8 MOTOR CRADLE 



This Cradle is designed to bold a 
Ford V-8 motor so that the cylinder 
Imres will he in a vertical position 
while Iming rebored or honed. 

Motor can be held on the ends of 
the crankshaft, as well as In the 
newly babbitted bearings of the 
block, or in the worn bearings of 
the cylinder blf>ck. 

Block Is suspended in such a man¬ 
ner in this Cradle that it can easily 
be tilted. W hen the bores of one 
aide of the V-8 block are com¬ 
pleted, the motor can be tilted cm 
its axis so that the apposite half of 
the block will then have bores in 

vertical position for boring or hon¬ 
ing operations. 




Cylinder head studs are always in 
the clear and in no danger of being 
damaged while block is in this 
Cradle. 

This modern and easy way of hand¬ 
ling a V-8 block does away with 
mechanic having to “wrestle 
around” with a block on the floor. 
It also eliminates the problem of 
attempting to balance a block on 
a box or on a cmuple of pieces of 
wood in order to get motor in pemi- 
tion for reconditioning cylinders.

Con-Rod Re-Bobbitting Jig 

This jig holds ihr dirs foi- rasting the hahhill 
Itrarings in ronnerling rods, main liraring 
raps, and hronzr harks of any rar, trurk, hus, 
trarlor, and airplanr niadr, rilhrr foreign or 
domrslir, having liearings from lYi" lo 4" 
in diameter. The hearing in the i-imI is east 
separately from the rap and is shimmnl and 
assemhlnl hut onre for lioring. 

The riMl, rap, or hronze liark is rlampr^l into 
the jig with a single downward motion of the 
lever. It is held firmly in position, without 
parking of any kind, to keep hahhill from 
leaking. Raising the lever releases the ro*! 
for the next op<*ralion. Changing dies lakes 
only two lo three minutes. 

For exreptionally high speefi produrtion, it 
is rustomary lo mount three of the jigs on a 
revolving table.
